fn the Kaiser’s domains might have 
fared badly, it is feared. 

No Secret of Their Dislike, 

This dislike of the Germans against 
Americans is openly acknowledged. ‘Die 
ees ae sind schuld. an allem’’— 

Americans are responsible for all,’’ one 
fan hear —at every hand. The Germans 
irsist that the war would have been at 
@u end long ago if the United States had 
(maintained ‘‘positive neutrality.’’ They 
fegard the sale by Americans to the al- 
fies of arms and ammunition as a vio- 
Bation of all neutrality, and as an act 
of a greedy. Yankee who is ver ready 
to make money, even, th« igh he be 
thereby responsible for the slaughter ef 
human lives. 

An American who is compelled to trav- 
el.in Germany just now has a hard lot 
indeed, unless he is able to speak the 
German tongue, and in such a manner 
that his Agnerican origin cannot be de- 
tected. Most Germans make no distinc- 
t'oén between an American speaking the 
English language and an Bnglishman. 
It is dangerous, indeed, for anyone to 
s.eak English in Germany just now. It 
is strictly forbidden even to converse 
in the English language over the tele- 
plione, and the writer has been warned 
upon” several occasions when called to 
the phone by another American who 
Was not master of the German tongue, 
and could only make himself under.

LONDON, April 17.—Count  Bern- 
storff's memorandum to the United 
States has given great pleasure in Ger- 
many. He moved the Hamburger Nach- 
richten .>. another violent attack on the 
United States. After a pretty general 
criticism of all neutrals the Journal 
writes: 

‘‘Many of us who have had to look 
on at the behavior of the United States 
have banged our fists upon the table. 
Anger in Europe is stronger than the 
people over there can conceive. Our for- 
eign office has found the right language. 

“Towards France, 
and now ruthlessly towards the United 
States! By being considerate and care- 
ful we made no progress. We have been 
compelled to fight against an enormous 
superiority, and the German people and 
its ally are defending themselves 
bravely, stubbornly and with all the 
forces at their own disposal. Little by 
little they will dispose of their declared 
enemies although that requires enor- 
mous efforts. 

“But in the background stand other 
enemies who pretend to be neutral and 
claim from us the rights of neutrality 
and every sort of consideration, while 
they perpetually and eagerly support 
our enemies and so assist in the war 
against us The German empire proves 
to the world that in armaments and all 
requirements of war it is, of its own 
strength, superior to its enemies. But 
now comes the United States with their 
supplies of arms and ammunitions of 
war for our grnemies and so counter- 
balance German’s preponderance.’’ 

The Hamburg paper says that the be- 
havior of the United States has become 
a public scandal. “She has been re- 
buked, even by the people,” it adds.

“$500 or Your Life.”

On Nov. 1, 1913, he says, he and Rob- 
erts discussed the financial condition and 
prospects of the paper and Hill agreed 
to allow the $38.45 a week to accumu- 
late until the paper's income equaled 
the expenditure. 

Hill remained in the employ of the 
paper 50 weeks, resigning in September, 
i914. There was then due him, he says, 
$1992.50 of accumulated salary. Roberts, 
he says, paid him $366.55, but still owes 
He says in his petition that 
he believes the income of the publica- 
tion now equals its expenditures. The 
defendant, he says, has refused to pay 
the balance and has repudiated the 
egreement.
